Reference is mada to tha Bubassy's Series II Circuler loe 453, 
dated March 15, 1950 (cubassy File Noe 122), on the subject "Flying 
Gises". In compliance with the provisions of that circular, the 
following information is given. 


The Verreruz morning daily "£1 Dictamen" reported in today's 
edition (August 23), that o flying dise (plate volador) was seen 
yesterday over tiis city. It stated that the dise was lerger end 
flow lower thon thove seen in other parts. The report is trenslated: 


A flying plate blue-green in color ond of on uncommon cize 
compered with thoge ceen in other ploces, passed over Vora= 
cruz yesterday morning at 2:10 aeme with supersonic speeds 
Several persons who saw it ere agreed that the size yas that 
of the moon when this is in its fourth phase in nidesky. 


The version given by those who saw the flying plate is very 
important because it rdds new data to those nlready recunue 
lated in referenca to these apparatuses or atmospheric phenome= 
nn, since there isnot yet a satisfactory theory to explain 
theme 


Our infomants agree that the flying plite's passage was 
marked by a buzsing sound, clearly perceptible, vory sinilér 
to that made by a high voltage trensformer whon it is 
operating at full load. 


The trajectory of the flying plate was fron nortimest 

to southwest and it passed over Verscruz in cight seconds 
before losing itself in the sea. Even after it had dis 
coppenred the husaming sound could be heard and there ree 
mained a tenuous greenish reflection. 
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The persons vho saw the flying plate ore yory nonatble 
tnd thelr opinions merit sbsolube ¢ nsiderotion. Thera

It is almost certain that the plate which possed over this 
port yesterday morning is ona cf those which have been Seen, 
bart st n Lower altitude, in all ports of tha world, becouse 
of its great size ond the buzzing. 


4s data which may be AInportent for tha investigations which 
ore being corried out, our informants edded that st the 
ceoth of tho horizen there ya3 Seen on intense storm which 
cisplayed itsely in the form of strong ond constent Lizht~ 
ening. 


The informants ure unknown to this office end the abaff heard 
or saw nothing of this phenomenon. Tho “supersonic speed” could not 
have been very fast since Veracruz is approximately eicht kilometers 
from northyest to southwest, ond sixty ILlonetors per tour is not so 
fast. Hoyever, the matter is reported for what it is worth ond there 
is enclosed cn 3tem from the sms sourea shout the Poss Rica yiston.
